Waile we continue to press for means of obte@ining absolute 
verification of the withdrawal from Cuba of all offensive weapons 
and suitable safeguards against re-introduction of such weapons, 
we ave prevared to lift the naval quarantine around the islanc if 
we can receive reasonable assurance that the IL-28s are removec. 
We cousider reasonable assurance to be the type of veritication 
we carried cut in the "close alongside” inspection of deck cargoes 
pemmitted by Soviet snips wren the missiles were witndrawn. 
Close aerial surveillance woulé then replace τ 5 quarantine as the 
eens of ascertaining that offensive weapons are not ceing reintro- 
ἀπο into Cuba. Aerial recor zissance would be mainvained until 
ome UN plan satisfactory to us is agreed upon. 
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
